Another result of the new high tax 


is the passing away of the name by 
which it was so long known, although 
many still call it "Dow tax" through 
habit.

A tax of this kind was cieated for 


the purpose of building and support- 
ing the state's refoimatory at Mans- 
field, which was set aside by the su- 
preme court as being "special legisla- 
tion," which greatly crippled that in- 
stitution in its infancy and subjected 
it to slow growth by meager appro- 
priations from state's general funds.

"Dow tax" it is generally referred to 
now as the Aikin tax, so that the

In all probability a determined ef- 


fort will be made by soldier organiza- 
tions when the legislature meets again 
to secure the passage of a law to for- 
bid what old soldiers call "the desecra- 
tion of Memorial day."
